countrios! Thoy should prooc""! nt once to 
Honolulu, if tbcy can only raise uimiey 
enough to gut thorp. Iu procc-s<; of tiiii.', 
Luwover, tho islaud.-> will be fully puoiiled; 
then, tho laud being all occupied, tlu po.ir 
people will have to toil oveiy diiy in tho 
Bu;4i\r-caun and rire fiohis. aud after all only 
uiako a bare liviiif,'. It is the iiivarliilOe 
result, when eountrits lu'coiiie densely 
peop"ed. The public land beiii;,' entirely 
appropriated, there is notliiii;^ left ij the 
poor but their labor. They live merely to 
work, and they have to work coutiuuhlly iu 
order to live. 

Education is so iinivorsal in thoSaudnich 
Islands that there are hardly any uf tho 
nativoa who cannot road and write. It 
seeiuiii aurprifiiug then that tho native juries 
should show auoh asympathy for vriiuiuals. 
Ah this cannot arise from igiionmee, we 
wo muat suppose it to ])rooeod from a philo- 
Kophio appreciation of tho frailty of human 
nature. I have before me an account of a 
recent assizo at Weimoa. It was (pnte a 
gala day for the jioor prisoners. There was 
a long list of criminal cases; but the eu- 
liyhtouod native juries aoipiittod every cul- 
prit but one. lie was so foolish us lo plead 
guilty, aud coaso(|ueiitly could uot be saveil. 
Apparently tlio verdict of tho jury is then- 
decided by tho majority. It transpired that 
in every instance the verdict had been un- 
animous; tho juries, however, uniforinly 
reported a majority of ton to two, because 
"it looked better." 

Being thoroughly oivilized, tho Hawaiians 
have somewtuit the same amuBcoients as 
our.selvos. There are races, regattas, shoot- 
ing matchos, etc., but there is one outor- 
taiumoMt peculiar to the Sanilwieh IkIuiu1«, 
uiimely, the national dance called llni'U ui. 
Origiuidly, while the natives were yet in a 
savage state, this was a war liauce. It li.ts 
boeu modified from time to time, in ueei ir- 
danee with civilized tastes, but tlu- tact of 
its being a modilied si)oar dance accounts 
for the grotesque oharaotor of llio oihibi- 
tiou. The dancers, male and female, are 
most scantily attired, and their miiveinents 
are as free and liceiitioiiM. as the I'luisiao 
cancan. My informant describes ihe dmiee 
IIS intleoeut. But tho aristocratic ladies of 
liiiiKdiilu do uot look at it in that light. 
They pMmoiiuoo the native dance to be 
"ologanl aud graceful." 

It remains to speak of the iilaiitr.tioiis 
ajid of the diseases which are pri.>-.alciit in 
the Sandwich Islauds, but, as the latter 
sul>jei-t is of peeuliur illtcretit, I |)re}K).->e lo 
reserve it for a subbO((iuut letter. \V.

To TiiK ICiJiToii: -('onvtrsing recently 
with a goiitloman who has hituly returned 
from tho Sandwich lahuuh, I [(ot u most 
ontertaining account of bin o.ijiorioucos in 
that country .Some nf tho items struck 
mo a" particuliLrly lolerestiiie;. 

It aeeiiis timt, some twr.iity yeafs ayo, 
lloiioliilu was a vor.y healthy place — one 
of tho lieakhieat towns in the world — but 
it ia no longer so; of late years the resi- 
dents have become suibjoct to malarial 
fovoc, which is attnb.itod to the neiiloct 
of proper sewerage. This may possibly 
come to bo the c.aso with our own capital. 

Victoria is b-y eliont-j ;inu .dtuatioti 
adapted to be a favorite summer resort, 
it behooves the citizens to endeavor to 
maintain its reputation for salubrity . If 
it once gets tho character of being un- 
healthy, its good name may not bo so oaxily 
recovered. 

Honolulu (ill the island of Oaha) is 
only a small town, not bo largo as Vic- 
toria, but its commerce is very couaider- 
ablo. Tho names of the wholesikle firms 
are English (or American) and Chinese. 
Indeed, judging from the advortisoiiiuiits, 
tho moat pruiuiiiciit retail storc.1 are tdsu 
managed by foreigners. 'I'here are rail- 
road and ataamahip companies; notalily, 
tho Iiitor-Iftlaiid ,S. N. Company, by which 
tourialH go to the volcano and return. I 
80» also that » talephono line is being con- 
structed by the Hilo ife Hawaii Telephone 
Company; the main line will be .'.00 miles 
in length. Several iiewapapor.-! aro pub- 
lislied at lloiinlulii, tho Haw.iiian G.izetto, 
the Kuakoa, tho Saturday Praaa and thu 
Hawaiian Chineao News. The latter 
slnmld be oonauited by all who wish to 
bocomo thoroughly aequainted with the 
progroea of the war in China. There ia 
a picture of the forts itiid the Froiich 
fleet. Tho [lorl rail of a liorco Mongolian 
warrior, holding the national Hag, ])ro- 
sumably ropresouts the Cliiiioae general. 
The inero aiglit of him ought to strike a 
panic into tht> hearts of the French. 

Horo ia tho title of a tiative magazine, 
Ka Ilokiu n ko Kai, which supplies intel- 
lectual nnurishmoiit to the young hia- 
waiians in thu shiipe ol atDriea traiisacttd 
from English ikjvoIs and seriala. Tho last 
number of the, socond volnuio coiitaius a 
tale of the Young Kiiighta of Ireland, 
which is described by the native trans- 
lator as ospBoially thrilling. Probably tho 
ingenious author would not bo nblo to 
rocogniKO his own work, wliioh now boars 
tho title, Ka Naita (.)pio u IroL-iiii. 

A hundred rears ago the native popu- 
lation of tlu) .S.uid.viclk lalauds was mote 
than 'J00,(10(>; now it is ealiniutod at 
00,000; the .vliole popul.itioii may ho 
about 75,000. 'i'lie decrease ><i tliu iintivo 
population i.^ attributed to the diseases 
they have contracted in the proeesos of 
being civili/.od. They acquire our vices 
■without acquiring our skill ia remodyiiig 
or provontiug their evil consequences. 
The extent of land compared to tho popu- 
lation, and the fertility of tho soil, 
oiiablo the natives to procure! tho nocoe 
aurioa of life almost v.'ithoul labor. Thero 
aro -plantaiuB, b.innnaa, cocoa-nut and 
breadfruit trees, so that thoy csi; aubaiat in 
a great measure on the ^puntanoous pro

Tlie station at 
Wallula was fillod with possoiigers and 
thoir ulfocta and at night looked like a 
largo sardine box, an thickly wore tired 
and weary alocpor'J atrewri in every place 
where there was room to lie doivii. Tho 
pasBOiigora on this train met with good 
luck in coinimrison with lluse who wero 
on board tho trains stuck in the snow. 
Two dining cars were attached and two 
good meals each day were prucurahlo, and 
moals were aUo to be had at tho hotels. 
Many on board tho train wero short of 
funds and the olficera of the road genor- 
otisly forwarded aujiplia.^ gratis and fur- 
nished meal tickets on t!ie hotels.

()n Tuosdny hist tho track had been 
cleared sufli.rieiilly to alhr.v tho train to 
proceed to 15 mnevillo, where they wore 
again delayed by the ice having formed 
on the track fiir aticnit four uiilo.i. This 
was the hardest [larl of the track to ro- 
lievo, and it was slow work, although 900 
men wero engaged in the work of ruiuuv- 
ing it. However, oh all things must have 
an end tho track was at last cloarod, and 
tho train started at ni;.iht for Poiliand, 
and reaoliod that pipint at ubmit two 
o'clock Wednesday morning, having about

.■Vnother waa that of a hualiaud huriyiug 
t<; the bcd.-iide of iiis sick wife at Port- 
land, and po uiiiiearablo bur.anie tin; au.-i- 
penao that after reaching Bonnovillu he 
left the train and walked to Portland, ar- 
riving ono day in advance. Thoro was 
also a inau on boaril with a brnken leg, 
on hia way to tho h(>.i[ill.il. !''(ir threo 
days he Lad to he on the lluor of tho cur, 
without any surgical attendance, and was 
Gnally conveyed to a hosuital at Walla 
Walla. 

To add to thu discomfort niaasles broke 
out among the childron and tho littlo 
ones sulFerod considerably, especially as 
tho coal supply r.'iii out and it ivas iilcc;'- 
aary for somu of tlio uien ou tho train to 
go out niid chop wood to keep tho tires 
going. It was also unusualfy cold, tho 
therniumetor registering twenty degrees 
bolow zero. 

On hoard tho train wore also a nunibor 
of bridal parties, who h.ave iiut the eipor- 
ionco of a pleasant tour niul huiioyuianii 
to look back upon, but certainly have luul 
a novel exporienco whorowitli lu ri'inuin - 
ber it. 

Messrs. licatty t^nd HaniDtnn praise 
of tho conduct of all oflicera of the two 
roads, who tlid ovorything that could bo 
expected to relieve the ueeoHsitiea and 
add to tho eonifurt of the pasanngers. 
The men worked like horoec, but it was 
like throwing sti'ongth and money away 
to overcome the iminensB anew obstruc- 
tion. Tho experience of a snow blockade 
in Oregon is an unusual 0110, and no 
doubt thoy woro not prepared to ro- 
inovo it with tho proper ])lunl, the aiiow- 
plows being of very small make compared 
with those 16 and '20 feet in height that 
are in use on eastern roads. The road is 
now open bat how long it will remain so 
is a conjecture!, for heavy washiiHts may 
occur. Had imt the, snow full to tho 
depth it did, nud thus kept tho ground 
from freezing, when the snow melted it 
certainly would have washed tho whole 



line out. As it is tho ground is SuQiciont- 
ly soft to absorb the greater quantity of 
the melting snow.

ISeveral fellows cKtead 
shriveled Ihubs, horrible eores, mul l«ith- 
some wounds, this revolution Ixiitig a trick 
of their trade, as they well know the 1h!- 
ncvolcnt heart, assoeiate<l with a .seaiiitivu 
Stomach, will ipiiekly turn away and pay 
roundly rather than liavo a aeeond glanc^o 
of unsigh'ly defovmity. A ijartlcularly ol'- 
fensive type of beg;;iir is an old woman, 
hldeou.-i in face, dirty in dret^s, who accosts 
ladies aiul, under the preteriso of "irerliig 
hairpins for sale, thrusts her dirty hand 
li\ti> their very iacec. if money if given 
her she aeeept.s it and pas.scs to the ni'.vt; 
if it is denied her, or she is told to go uway, 
tihe opens the sluice gijles of her billings- 
gate abuse mid ni.ake.-: ii really dUlieult for 
2n embarras.-'ed. delicate person to escapo 
her clutches. 

One old wornanjs as well known to tho 
habitues of the i W( nfy third street bob- 
Dill cars as she is to the lioliee. Her iillle 
ganu! is to enter a ear and suddeidy ascer- 
tain that she has "bat b ccuta" with 
which to pay her 0-ccut faro. She is in no 
way backward In making hor condition 
known, and it is a very .strange car which 
does not luriiish two or Ihre.' Itenevolent, 
people who aie not only an.vious to puy 
tho old lady's fare, but who slip a dime i>r 
a quarter Into her wllliug hand. Auolher, 
equally venerable In appearance, has a sad 
knock of losing her way, and asking how 
she " shall reach Christopher street ferry " 
or Hoboken or Brooklyn or some other 
far-oway locality, nianifeBt.8 great surprise 
and grief at the distance she must go and 
In a way known to her ujakes her im])e- 
cunlouslty undu-rel je'd uud has her wuut.s 
relieved. 

But these, and such they, are com- 
jianitlvely harmless to tiie. wrciehes who, 
in the persons of two or three old haL''s, 
wiindor up and down the .street between 1 
and >S o'clock in tho buminer time, and 
oven later in the fall iind wiiiier months, 
nndclng lln^ avenue r' ally a place of terror 
to niodi'St, belated womni. Their plan is 
to Ruddcidy accost ladies, and iu tones of 
corninimd df^niiuid assist.-.nce. If it Is 
given, all right, if it is not, iiliuse of the 
most virulent type is heapixl upon the of- 
fender, who is lucky if she getd away 
without a i)iisli or a haul, On the chtircn 
steps not fur from Seventh ftvenUe sits, 
and ha« sul. for years past, a weather- 
beaten blind man, who has the tamo 
rubber hf.a(litd peiuuls In his hiimi to-day 
that he had there two years ago. IIo has 
been known to receive thu-ty contributions 
in the space of an hour. Another man, 
blind, has a llltle white dog cr()U( hed be- 
tween htj Itxii, whom he keeps there for 
hours nl a time, while he, extending his 
palm, solicits contributions for the blinil. 

On Forty. second street Italian women, 
with Madoinuvllkfi faces and any ipiantity 
of cherubs, abound. They have a faculty 
of throwing into their eyes a most mourn- 
ful c.xprc.s.slon. and in broken Engllfih a.sk 
for good American money. The favorite 
ganu) there, however, Is a pretense of a 
loss of money, allhuugh the agc'd-clergy- 
man racket i.9 also worlved with great suc- 
cess. The jolly sailor, who was familiar to 
tho riders In Uroadway .stages live or six 
years ago, turned up In Korly-secoud 
street depot last week, and received a con- 
tribution toward his winter expenses from 
old i tjslomerd aud from .'stran^er.s that 
must, have ilelighted the innermost 
cockle of his heart, ll was irresistibly 
comkal to watch his renulse of critieism 
from people who knew lilni and his story 
ao well as he knew it himself. 

Tho politTO say that sumu of the men 
who hang around the Third avenue and 
Forty- second street station and work tho 
beat between that point and Fifth avenue 
are most adroit slnndalors. They arc 
blind to-day, eripplcil to morrow, rc.spcia- 
ablo clergymen the nevt day, and houest 
men who have "losi their pocket-book" 
before !)• end of the week.

Tho author of tho urt-iolo d;*, noi. t.-- 
llovo that most of tho chutjues in our 
manner of conducting schools, i^peeiaily 
those introduced by Horatx; Maun, huvo 
be\.'n in the uiaure ol' ituprovemenfs. llo 
objects to tho "machine method'" of 
conducting schools, llo thinks that it 
had iv'sulted in the lo.--s of all .siKaitnno- 
ity and originality in tho teacher. Tlio 
totichers who now stuud highest in tho 
estimation of tschool boarda and supor- 
iutendonts simply know how "to run 
with tho machine." A cert^iia coiii-so is 
markeil out for them, and they never 
dovinto from it. They never tliink of 
preparing jiupils for lisofulnoss in this 
world, or in the world to como, for that 
matter, but for ihoaiiinia! o-xainlnatiou. 

Mr. I!ak^ is obviously of the opinion 
that the present generation of Ixiys ami 
girls in Now Euglaud, whore he is b(!;a. 
atjq^uninted, are not us well educated iw 
their fathers and mothers were at tho 
same period of lifo. IIo thinks the pres- 
ent method of coiidueting sc-hool.s is iii- 
jiirKuis to them in inauy \Miys. Thuy 
have come to think that they ant f.4 
more iinportaiico io the world than they 
really are. The requircineiius of .school 
in'ovont them rroiu discharging any use- 
ful duties at home. Kruin the tiino they 
enter school till they leave it thuy nro 
releaseti from labor iu any form. The 
inonil etTwt of this is very bad. ('tiil- 
dred slKUihl Ih> taught very ''arly in lifo 
that it is their duty to labor for th^'U- 
own supiiort, that it is wioin,^ for ttieu 
parents to do ov(>iylhing for thciu, aiei 
tiiai they should make ihi-msi-ivi',-, vi.se 
ful ulciubeis of their families.
